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Votes General Fund 
For Sales Tax Income 


Boy Scout Sale 
Starts Tomorrow 


The annual week-long Boy 
.Scout Rummage Sale gets 
under way tomorrow at 160 
W. Sierra Madre Blvd.—next 
to the Congregational Church. 

Proceeds will financd sum¬ 
mer trips by Troop 37,5, in¬ 
cluding a week-long camp- 
out at Yosemite, and to 
make payments on a recent¬ 
ly purchased bus. 


The City Council voted unanimously Monday night to estab¬ 
lish a General Contingency Fund to receive all money payable to 
the city from the sales tax increase. 

This, in effect, clears the way for a special fund to be used 
to build a new swimming pool, possibly a new city hall and to 
improve the City Park and the 
water grounds on E. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. 

The exact way in which the 
additional sales tax money will 
be spent will be the subject of 
subsequent _ re.solutions. The 
city expects' to take in about 
$40,000 in the first year from 
the one per cent tax increase. 

Council members apparently 
agreed at Monday's meeeing 
that they face several alterna¬ 
tive ways in which to spend 
the money. As expressed by 
Councilman Lome Pratt, the 
city can: 

1. Use the money to reduce 
property taxes. 

2. Build a new swimming 
pool at an undetermined cost, 
possibly about $6,5,000, in the 
water grounds. 

3. Build a new city hall, pos¬ 
sibly on city property adjacent 
to the park which now contains 
the Scott house. 

Mr. Pratt estimated that the 
latter two projects could be 
paid for in about four and one- 
half years if income from the 
sales tax increases annually as 
more businesses locate in Sierra 
Madre. 

An informal poll indicated 
that Councilmen Pratt, David 
Wood and Herbert Harrison fa¬ 
vored a .swimming pool as the 
most pressing problem. 

The next step will be to ob¬ 
tain consultant’s fees for esti¬ 
mating the cost of these proj¬ 
ects. This data wiil be presented 
at the next regular council 
meeting June 26. 

Although the possibility of a 
ta.x decrease was not ruled out, 
council sentiment seemed to 
oppose it. Mr. Harrison .said 
that distribution of additional 
revenue to the taxpayers, via a 
tax decrease, only to ask vot¬ 
ers for capital later, seemed 
unwise. 

The council made no concrete 
decisions Monday, ‘ primarily 
because councilmen have re¬ 
ceived little indication of pub¬ 
lic sentiment. Only three per¬ 
sons attended the meeting 
Monday and they expres.sed no 
opinion over how the money 
should be spent. 


The number of merchants 
who have agreed to participate 
in the “Buy in Sierra Madre” 
campaign had increased to .37 
late Tuesday and campaign di¬ 
rectors hope to .sign up at least 
60 in the next week. 

Of equal importance, the 13- 
week drive, which starts July 
13. has received enthusia.stic 
support from all.the church and 
civic groups contacted by Ar¬ 
thur Yale and Rachel Benson, 
directors of the $1,000 cbnte.st 
.sponsored by the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce. 

At least $1,000 in three ca.sh 
prizes will be awarded to local 
church, civic and fraternal 
groups after the campaign ends 
in October. 

For every cash dollar spent 
in Sierra Madre, the customer 
will receive 100 votes which he 


Mr. Pratt suggested that per¬ 
haps the question should be 
put before the voters at the 
general election in November. 
In view of the opinions ex¬ 
pressed by other councilmen, 
however, this possibility ap¬ 
pears slight. 

Mayor Charles James also 
discussed the advisability of 
remodeling the present city 
hall, rather than building a 
new one. 

Councilman Harold Roberts, 
who is on vacation, was absent. 

Two resolutions allocating 
additional water department 
revenue from increased rates 
was held over pending further 
study and the return of Mr. 
Roberts, water committee chair¬ 
man. 


First Hearing 
Is Held on 
New Hospital 


With only minor protests 
voiced at the first hearing on 
June 13, the Monrovia City 
Pianning Commission will hold 
a .second public hearing July 11 
for a requested zone change to 
permit construction of the new 
proposed $1,000,000 Foothill 
Hospital. 

At the same time, the com¬ 
mission recommended for ap¬ 
proval an amendment to the 
master plan which provides for 
establishment of hospitals, san¬ 
itariums and rest homes in the 
vicinity of Linwood Ave. be¬ 
tween Mayflower and Violet 
Aves. This would place the new 
Foothill Hospital as within such 
limits. 

The new hospital is aimed at 
alleviating the pressing need 
for hospital beds in the Sierra 
Madre, Arcadia, Monrovia, Du¬ 
arte and El Monte areas.

Annette Robyns, internationally - known jewelry designer 
whose work is on exhibit in the Sierra Madre Library cases, feels 
that “jewelry is even a more functional art medium than a 
painting.” 

Miss Robyns, whose exhibit will be shown through June 30, 
says of jewelry that “you can 
walk around and enhance your 
personality with an original 
creation, but an easel painting 
must merely decorate your 
walls.” 

Her hand-wrought jewelry is 
indicative of years training and 
sound thinking. It represents 
creative designing of a crafts¬ 
man. 

The spine fish caught my eye. 

■Well designed, it has simple, 
abstract spine shapes which 
give it a transitional feeling. 

Her “Rutile” quartz ring is 
massive and yet has character. 

Notice that the "whirlpool” sil¬ 
ver cuff links are excellent 
from the standpoint that they 
have movement.

Robert P. Jennings of 410 N. Michillinda Blvd,

California attorney for more than half a century, died of a heart 
attack June 12, 1956, in Santa Maria. He was 77. 

Mr. Jennings and his wife, Alice, were en route home from 
a six-week vacation in Canada when he was stricken in a Santa 
Maria hotel, 

A native of Kansas, Mr. Jen¬ 
nings came to California as a 
youth. He grow up in San 
Diego, where his father was a 
leading land developer. 

Graduating from Pomona 
College in 1900, he studied law 
in the offices of an uncle who 
was sheriff of San Diego County. 

In 1901, Mr. Jennings entered 
law practice in Los Angeles in 
the firm of Hansaker & Britt. 

Later he entered partnership 
with Attorney Frank Belcher in 
the firm of Jennings & Belcher. 

The partnership lasted more 
than 30 years until Mr. Jen¬ 
nings’ retirement in 1952. 

Mr. Jennings, noted as a 
trial la'wyer in insurance and 
personal injury cases, was pres¬ 
ident of the Los Angeles Bar 
Association in 1933. He also 
was a Past Master of the Wil- 
shire Masonic Lodge and a

It’s Your 

The Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil has some important deci¬ 
sions to make within the next 
few weeks regarding the one 
per cent sales tax increase 
which is expected to produce 
about $40,000 a year in addi¬ 
tional revenue. 

Already a movement has 
started to use the money to re¬ 
duce proi>erty taxes here. Pro¬ 
ponents of this point of view 
are highly vocal and their at¬ 
tack will be concentrated on 
this one issue. 

It’s doubtful, though, whethej 
anywhere near a majority of 
the taxpayers here favor a tax 
cut at the cost of a new swim¬ 
ming pool, an improved city 
park, perhaps a new city hall 
and other badly needed projects 
in Sierra Madre. 

Tlie danger is that the tax 
cut enthusiasts will make far 
more noise than their numbers 
warrant, while those favoring 
civic improvements will be di¬ 
vided as to what particular 
project should be started. 

Using the sales levy to re¬ 
duce property taxes, it seems to 
me, would shift the tax burden

unfairly and create an unbal¬ 
anced tax structure here. 

Future city councils, as extra 
money is needed, would also 
be tempted to increase the tax 
rate until the legal limit of $1 
per every $100 of assessed valu¬ 
ation is again reached. 

A property tax decrease, in 
short, w'ould be of benefit for 
only a few years and then we’d 
be right back where we started. 

We would still need a new 
swimming pool, either a new or 
modernized city hall and more 
recreation area for the expand¬ 
ing population of young people. 
And it’s also possible that the 
City Police Department would 
still be seeking a pay increase 
to bring its members up to the 
standards enjoyed by police¬ 
men in other cities. 

It behooves the taxpayers 
here to take a more active part 
in this controversy, to attend 
City Council meetings and 
make their opinions known. 

If they shirk this responsi¬ 
bility those who visualize a 
property ta.x cut may carry the 
day. And whose fault would 
that be?—H.W.E. 


. . . That a Child May Live 


A child spots an abandoned 
refrigerator — perfect, to his 
youthful mind, as a hiding 
place. 

He crawls in, pulls the door 
shut. Boy, who’ll find him now? 

Then, the fateful discovery: 
he can't get out. There are no 
latches which operate from the 
inside. The box is made of 
metal—he can’t kick his way 
out. 

He whimpers, then screams. 
No one can hear him, for the 
box is soundproof. 

The air grows close in the 
sealed cabinet. The child gasps, 
chokes. It doesn’t take long. 
The abandoned refrigerator is 
his tomb. 

This scene has been enacted 
over 100 times in the past sev¬ 
eral years to children aged one 
to 12. It needn’t have happened 
even once, had the owners of 
the abandoned boxes put them 
out of action. 

There are many simple ways 
to do this. The best is removal 
of the door. Failing that, the 
latches, strikes o r hinges 
should be taken off. 

On wooden cabinets, the door 
can be nailed shut. 

If these methods can’t be fol¬ 
lowed, the cabinet should be 
tied shut with rope or with a 
strap and the box placed on the 
floor with the door down. 

These are reasonably simple 
steps, but if for any reason 
you can’t take them, the San 
Gabriel Chapter of the Refrig¬ 
eration Service Engineers So¬ 
ciety will do the job for you. 

Just call ELliot 9-4501 and a 
member will call free of charge. 


There is another danger be¬ 
sides abandoned refrigerators— 
the outside patio boxes. Be.st 
way to render these harmless 
is to padlock them when not in 
use. At least, fasten the shelves 
so they can’t be removed. 

If any of the simple moves 
outlined above had been fol¬ 
lowed, 100 children would be 
alive today. 

It doesn’t help to tell a child 
about the perils of abandoned 
refrigerators. It’s up to adults 
to remove the danger. 

If you see a refrigerator with 
the door invitingly open or un¬ 
locked, make it a point to tell 
the owner about it. 

If he doesn’t take the proper 
action, call the police. 

It’s against the law these 
days to kill children in old re¬ 
frigerators.— W.F.T.

Measuring 

Trees 

The most convenient place 
to measure the girth of a tree 
is at a height of from 4% to 5 
feet above the ground. At this 
height the root swelling is 
avoided in all but the largest 
species. 

Height is more difficult to 
determine. If the sun is shin¬ 
ing and the ground is level, 
th eheight can be found by 
measuring the tree’s shadow. 
For example, if a 6-foot ver¬ 
tical stick casts a 10-foot 
shadow and the tree’s shadow 
measures 100 feet, the tree 
will be about 60 feet tall.

Mayfair Road residents have asked the Pasadena Planning 
Commission not only to refuse to rezono the southeast corner of 
Hastings Ranch from residential to commercial but also to con¬ 
sider a buffer R-3 zone the entire length of the property behind 
the homes on Mayfair. 

While the city planners held 
"under advisement” a request 
from Sears, Roebuck & Co. to 
change the comer, some 500 by 
600 feet, to commercial prop¬ 
erty for use in building a pro¬ 
posed store and parking lot, 
both sides waited impatiently 
for an answer. 

Mayfair residents said they 
were told when they bought 
their homes that a “quiet, 
peaceful" shopping center 
would go into the land bordered 
by Foothill and Hastings Ranch 
Road. 

They pointed out that 94 chil¬ 
dren live in the block, and that 
Sears shoppers would increase 
the traffic hazard. 

They invited members of the 
commission to inspect the May- 
fair property, w'hich they said 
had been improved at great 
cost and which they held 
would be devalued should the 
large chain be allowed to build 
as requested. 

Pointing out that zoning 
practices indicate a buffer zone 
of multiple dwellings between 
single family residences and 
commercial property, the com- 
missiotiers were asked to con¬ 
sider such a buffer strip along 
the rear of Mayfair homes. 

The letter to the commis¬ 
sioners was written, they said, 
because there was insufficient 
time at the public hearing on 
the requested zone change to 
express fully their views. 

The plan propo-sed by Sears 
would involve some two-thirds 
of the property along Foothill 
between Michillinda and Hast¬ 
ings Ranch Drive. The big 
chain would u.se the area bor¬ 
dered by Michillinda, leaving 
the one-third on Hastings 
Ranch Drive open for other 
stores. 

Approximately half the area 
wanted by Sears is now zoned 
R-1 or R-3, the remainder of 
the parcel of land already be¬ 
ing li.sted for commercial.
